New Treatment 


For Sinus 
By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


NFECTION | of the nasal 
sinuses is often notoriously 
dificult to treat because these 
alr chambers are hard to reach 
from the outside. Located in 
the bones of tho face, they are 
connected with the nose by the 
tiniest of passageways, routes 
which ore nearly always block- 
ed In the presence of infection. 
Thus, attempts.to treat sinus 
Infection with penicillin or other 
germ-killing drugs have not 
.always been practical simply 
because the drugs could not be 
brought Into direct contact with 
the germs, although some mijht 
be carried to the sinus aren by 
the blood. A new method of 
accomplishing thls has recently 
been worked out to give us 4 
successful treatment of the 
maxillary sinuses located tn the 
check bones, by far the ones 
most frequently Infected. 
Lining Membrane 
This new treatment makes 
use of what is known as a 
vasoconstrictor in combination 
with one of the — stllfonamide 
compounds or penicillin, The 
vasoconstrictor cnuses the blood 
vessels In the lining membrano 


of the nose and sinuses to con- 


tract, relieves swelling and 
congestion, and thus allows the 
germ-killing drug to reach a 
freater part of the infected 
aren. 

One preparation employed 
contalns 30,000 units of penicil- 
Im together with ephedrine 
dissolved {n sterlle water. This 
solution Is put into the maxil- 
lary sinuses, The amount of 
ephedrine used “is small. cnough 
so that reactions to it will not 
occur. However, a sufficient 
quantity is employed to relieve 
congestion and to shrink the 
Untng membrane, 

It would appear that

conditions were “really grim” in Scotland. 


The Secretary of State, a member of the 
British Cabinet and himself a Scotsman, said, “I 
think it deplorable that a brother Scot should go 


abroad an 
his native land.” 


Sir Andrew, who is visit- 
ing Scottish socictics in 
Canada and America, told a 
Montreal Press conference 
that condifions were “really 
grim” in Scotland but that 
there was a_ considernble 
movement towards indus- 
trial expansion and develop- 
ment. 

Mr Woodburn commented 
today, “Scotland has never 
been more prosperous in its 
whole history than it is today, 
Unemployment is vitually non- 
existent and there are more 
Jobs than there are peoplo to 
fill them,

necessary, people are carning 
bettcr wages than at any period 
in history, The health statls- 
Ucs show children to be taller 
and henvier.
